HE first days of autumn bring back to our cities and towns those 
earnest people who teach in our schools. 
1 he impression has 
prevailed among some that these folks have a somewhat easy time, 
as the result of a five day week and long summer vacation. 
Some teachers without much enthusiasm for their work may 
slip along in an easy way. 
But if they try to do that, their chances 
for promotion are poor. 
The great majority of them are hard 
working folks, who feel their responsibilities quite heavily, and 
who carry a burden of anxiety created by the failures and indif­ 
ference of the indolent and stupid pupils. 
'1 he good teacher’s work is not ended when the children are 
dismissed. 
Then it is necessary to begin on hours of preparation 
for the task that is to come, and many hours must be spent in cor­ 
recting papers and giving help to backward pupils. 
The problem of discipline is not solved by any system of 
rules. 
The teacher must somehow be able, through some spirit 
of personal magnetism, to communicate inspiration and ambition 
to children who naturally are dull, phlegmatic, or mischievous. 
The good teacher must feel under strain much of the time, as 
she tries to keep herself alert and smiling, in the effort to secure 
th co-operation of all these children, so many of whom do not 
naturally have any desire for learning. 
It is hard to keep up this 
high level of enthusiasm day after day. It is not to be wondered at 
that many teachers get nervous and fatigued through this constant 
effort. We all owe them much for their sustained earnestness and 
devotion.

REDIT men have a good word to say for the honesty of Amer­ 
icans, and nobody is in a better position to know. 
With credit statistics in their hands from virtually every city 
and town in the United States, they estimate that only one charge 
account of every 6,800 is bad and that 98 per cent of the people 
are honest. 
This trustworthiness of the public explains why 70 per cent 
of all retail business in the larger cities can be done through charge 
accounts with safety to the merchant. 
The mere fact that so much 
business is transacted on the credit basis is proof of the inherent 
honesty of the great majority of people. 
it is not to be presumed that the dishonest two per cent all 
prey upon business at the expense of the honest 98 per cent, al­ 
though it is true that those who do not pay their bills rob those 
who do, not the merchant, since losses are included in the business 


overhead. 
Spread of the credit system throughout the nation in the form 
of charge accounts and installment plans has resulted in the crea­ 
tion of a large army of credit men and a credit association nation­ 
wide in its scope. 
These credit associations, agencies and men are 
working for the protection of the honest 98 per cent by prevent­ 
ing the dishonest two per cent from getting credit. That they have 
succeeded is obvious from the fact that while two persons of every 
hundred are dishonest in this respect, there is only one bad charge 
account in every 6,800.

Commercial Field 
To Assist Graduates 


The office of the Superintendent of 
schools is buzzing with activity these 
days in preparation for the opening 
of school. 
A num ber of interesting 
activities are planned for this year 
on*' of which will have particular in ­ 
terest for employers of 
commercial 
graduates of the senior high school. 
In order th a t the commercial de­ 
partm ent may meet 
definitely 
the 
needs of employers a survey will be 
made of the positions in New Castle 
where young m en and women from 
the commercial departm ent are em ­ 
ployed. 
The following excerpts from 
recent correspondence between Dr. C. 
C. G reen and the U. S. Bureau of 
Education are self-explanatory. 
In 
a letter to W. S. DefTenbaugh of the 
Bureau of Education. Dr. Green ex­ 
presses his plans in the following 
m anner: 
"For many years we have been in­ 
terested in the rapid development of 
commercial education in secondary 
schools. 
In the city of New Castle 
this development has reached enor­ 
mous proportions as far as numbers 
are concerned. 
We have often won­ 


dered if we are giving the young peo­ 
ple who pass through the commercial 
departm ent of the senior high school 
the kind of training they need for 
specific vocational purposes 
or 
for 
general business culture. 
“We are planning for the city of 
New Castle a thorough survey of the 
local situation. 
We expect 
to call 
upon all of the leading employers of 
graduates of our commercial depart­ 
ment. It is our hope to make, in the 
first place, a sort of “job analysis” 
and in the second place, to organize 
our work so th a t bankers, lawyers, 
m erchants, m anufacturers and others 
may look with full confidence to our 
high school for a source of supply 
when they need the services of intel­ 
ligent and capable young m en and 
women.” 
Dr. DefTenbaugh's replies to this 
com munication as follows: 
Commend Initiative 
“You are to be commended for the 
initiative you have taken in planning 
such a study which would do m uch 
toward making guidance of commer­ 
cial pupils a reality and placing com­ 


mercial education on a fact rather 
th an an opinion basis. 
Pupils, par­ 
ents, and business men 
would 
be 
oenefited. 
The cost should be very 
little and would undoubtedly be an 
j economy in the long run. 
“Your objectives and the program 
| you have outlined are most worthy. 
Certain types of 
inform ation 
are 
necessary to make satisfactory ad­ 
justm ent of pupils with various in- 
i terests, 
abilities 
and 
am ounts 
of 
I schooling to the requirem ents of of­ 
fice and store positions. It is neces- 
i sary to gather inform ation regard­ 
ing: The num erical im portance of 
initial positions as bookkeepers, ste- 
j nographers, salespeople, m achine op­ 
erators and clerks of various types; 
analyses of the initial positions to de- 
; term ine the general education, spe­ 
cial training, age, personality traits, 
and so forth, necessary or desirable 
for these initial positions; avenues for 
promotion; 
analyses of subsequent 
positions to determ ine the content 
for the advanced courses, intensive 
postgraduate 
courses 
and 
evening 
school courses; and the need, if any, 
for co-operative part-tim e training. A 
complete system of placem ent and 
follow-up records would 
keep such 
| data up to date.”
